Have Perished In Effort 
To Help His Brother 


The story of the fight for life by 
| Lathrop’ Mussetter, one of the victims 
lot the Windsor hotel fire at Regina, 
| as revealed by the finding of the body, 
tells of a desperate chance to reach 
the fire escape says the Standard. The 
body, when found, had a blanket 
wrapped about the head, and although 
burned and charred almost beyond re- 
cognition, the blanket stuck there and 
told the tale of his escape. 

It is supposed that fighting blind- 
‘ly with the smoke that entered his 
room on the second floor, Mr. Musset- 
ter was near unto suffication. He ap- 
| parently tried the window, and seeing 
the height of the drop and probably 
realizing that escape that way meant 
certain death on the pavement below 
| decided to make his way out through 
| the hall. Placing his head below the 
smoke, which rose upward with the 
night air, he took a deep breath, and 
| then withdrew into the room. He ap- 
parently seized a blanket and placed 

4 <he hall the man appears to have 
turned {to the south so as to 
make for the fire escape. A few feet 
‘away was the window at the’ outside 
of which was life and safety. an2 
|doubte’ss the unfortunate Mussetter 
| was making that way, But death over- 
i tcok him in a most awful form before 
he reached the window. The fight for 
i life was cut short almost before it had 
begun. Probably as he ran down the 
hall, gropngi amid the blinding smoke 
fo§ the window leading to the fire es 
i cape, the floor gave way, and Musset- 
ter went down into the fiery furnace 
be'ow to an awful death amidst the 
terrific heat of the burning debris 
There is aprobability that he became 
| eufficated and fell before the floor 
gave way, butthat! is tprdly probable, 
as the body rested on its back. Had 
the man been cvercome with the smoke 
an’. fallen on the haliway floor, there 
to die, he would in all probability have 
rested with his face down.

Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces, excepting 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be homesteaded by any 
MER: the sole head of a family, or 

male over 18 years of age to the ex- 
tent of one quarter section, of 160 acres, 
more or less. 

Application for homestead entry or in- 
spection must be made in person by 
the applitant at the office of the local 
Agent or Sub-Agent. 

An application for entry or ingpec- 
tlon made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the local Agent 
by the Sub-Agent, at the expense of 
| the applicant, and if the land applied 
such application is to have priority and 
the land will be held until the neces- 
sary papers to complete the transaction 
are received by mail. 

In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
| applicant forfeit all priority of claim. 

An applicant for inspection must be 
| @ligible for homestead entry, and only 
one application for inspection will be 
received from an individual until that 
application has heen disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry is in gocd 
standing, and not liable to cancellation, 
may, subject to the approval of Lepari- 
ment, relinquish it in favor of father, 
| mother, son, daughter, brother or sister, 
| if eligible, but to no one else, on filing 
declaration of abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily can- 
celled, or voluntarily abandoned, sub- 
sequent to institution of cancellation 
proceedings, the applicant for inspection 
will be entitled to prior right of en- 
try. 

Applicants for inspection must “Btace 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
jin default, and if gubsequently tke 
statement is found to be incorreci in 
material particulars, the applicant will 
loge any prior right of re-entry, should 
; the land become vacant, or if entry has 


been granted it may be summarily can- 
| cellea.
